Yale May Give Students 
35 Years to Pay Tuition 

NEW HAVEN, Jan. 31 (NYT).— The trustees ot Yale University 
yesterday approved in principle a revolutionary plan to allow 
students to pay their tuition over a 35-year period. 

Under the plan, which is expected to be endorsed by the faculty 
this week Sudente would agree to pay the university a percentage 
of their future earnings. They would pay 0.4 percent of their 
income for every $1,000 in tuition deferred, beg inning when they 
leave school and continuing for a maximum of 85 years. 

No other university Jn the nation has attempted such a pro- 
gram, a plan that Kingman Brewster jr, the president of Yale, 
-eportedly believes is vital to the growth and well-being of the 
private educational institution in times of increasing financial 
pressure. 

Yale recently announced an operating deficit of about $2 mil- 
fiohl 

Over the last several years admission to Yale has been deter- 
mined on the basis of personal and academic merit, without regard 
to ability to pay. As a result, about 50 percent of the student body 
Is receiving some scholarship add. 

The university is expected to increase its tuition next year by 
about $500. to about $3,000, : but it is not expected to increase its 
yfi ftlawtWp aid. Thus, students will have to raise the difference 
between their scholarships and the increase independently. The 
deferred tuition plan Is offered as one solution. 

“The purpose of the plan,” one university official said, “la 
to enable the university to charge somewhat higher tuition without 
vacating such a burden on a student from -a family with a low or 
middle income that, he would not be able to come. This plan 
enables everyone to pay. a higher charge even though the family

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Who’s Deceiving Whom? 


Washington has been agitated tor some 
days over American troops in civilian cloth- 
ing on a Phnom Penh, airfield, over just 
when a' training mission becomes an ad- 
visory body, and over the precise relation- 
ship between strategic bombing and close 
air support in Cambodia and, increasingly, 
in Laos. The point, of course, is whether the 
Intent of Congress to restrict American 
participation in the wars of Southeast Asia 
to a dwindling presence in South Vietnam 
IS being evaded. 

Evasion, assistance by any form of subter- 
fuge to America's hard-pressed friends in 
Indochina, is not good lor the American 
image, and bad for Washington's credibility, 
particularly in the country whose capital 
it is. The “other side" is apparently con- 
centrating its efforts outside Vietnam, 
threatening the young army of Cambodia's 
Lon Nol and strengthening its positions in 
southern Laos. As in South Vietnam, it is 
never able, or willing,- to resist any well- 
mounted thrust, but melts away to attack 
some other area, In the classic guerrilla 
tradition. And it Is quite as conscious of the 
inhibitions on American military activities 
as the Pentagon. 


In hard strategic terms, the question is 
whether it win be possible for the United 
States, within the , limits Imposed by the 
Cooper-Church amendment to pull Its com- 
bat troops out of Southeast Asia and leave 
behind governments capable or sustaining 
themselves against the military power of the 
“other side. 1 ' Hence the temptation to find 
way s around the amendment, or at least to 
use the essentially wasteful, brutal and, in 
Indochina, relatively Inefficient weapon of 
air power to the folk 
But there is one factor that has to be 


considered by critics of the administration 
in this context. Obviously, a political set- 
tlement Is far preferable to Vietnamitatlon. 
or whatever other word might be used to 
describe current American policy. But with* 
whom Is this settlement to be made? The 
“other side*’ is a catch-all phrase to describe 
the mixture of local revolutionaries and 
North Vietnamese regulars lighting against 
Lon Nol, Souvanna Phouma and the Saigon 
regime. Without Hanoi, everyone knows that 
the problems or these governments are 
soluble, at least for the short term. But 
Hanoi still refuses to admit that It is in- 
tervening anywhere outside Its borders. 

This Is evasion on a startling scale of im- 
pudence. More, It has consistently hamper- 
ed efforts to reach a political solution. 
Souvanna Phouma points out that he has 
sought to swap a bombing halt for the with- 
drawal of North Vietnamese troops from 
Laos: he was confronted with the bland con- 
tention that since there were no soldiers 
from North Vietnam in his country, he must 
stop the bombing without that condition — 
and the talks broke down. 

The United States has not forced this issue 
in Parts. It has based the American with- 
drawal on the tacit “understanding" that 
the withdrawal would continue so long as 
there were no substantial increases in North 
Vietnamese strength below the Demilitarized 
Zone. The enemy drives in Cambodia and 
Laos, along South Vietnam's flanks, pose a 
nice problem — especially since the enemy, by 
Hanoi's persistent fiction, does not include 
North Vietnamese regulars. 

It would, surely, advance an understand- 
ing of the war If the United States were con- 
sistently and absolutely frank. But It would 
also help if Hanoi were to admit just a little 
frankness into its own role.

Mr. Nixon’s Priorities 


The federal budget affects the welfare 
of the American people In two fundamental 
ways: It has a fiscal impact on the nation's 
economic growth and stability, and it al- 
locates resources among competing national 
claims. 

The red-ink budget that President Nixon 
has submitted to Congress deserves good 
marks on the first count: By permitting 
spending- to exceed estimated revenues by 
$11.6 billion — a highly optimistic estimate 
of the probable gap— the budget should help 
to move the nation’s economy upward and 
to combat unemployment. But on the sec- 
ond count of how it allocates resources fo 
meet the nation’s priorities, Mr. Nixon's 
budget has serious deficiencies. 

The President continues to insist that he 
Is making a major shift in national priorities, 
with expenditures on national defense 
declining from 36 percent to 34 percent of 
his $229.2-bUlion budget, and outlays on 
human resources rising from 41 percent to 
42 percent. But this represents a minimal 
reallocation of resources — and one that may 
hot endure if the uptrend In defense spend- 
ing continues. 

In the national defense area, the recent 
decline in spending has now been reversed, 
m fiscal 1872 there will be a rise of defense 
outlays of $1.5 billion to $76 billion, and 
the future trend may more clearly be signal- 
ed' by the President's request for an extra 
$S billion in budget authority for national' 
defense. 

"What Is happening is that while force- 
levels are planned to decline in fiscal 1972 to 
2.5 million— 200,000 fewer than the pre- 
Vietnam force-rlevel — together with a decline 
in the number of planes and ships, the 
Pentagon is planning to buy into some highly 
expensive defense systems: new attack sub- 
marines. nuclear destroyers and support 
ships, fighter aircraft, anti-submarine air- 
craft, nuclear missiles, manned bombers, 
antlballlstic missile systems and underwater 
missile systems. 

* * * 

Budgeted defense outlays which may look 
relatively acceptable this year represent 


growing future commitments. The Nixon ad- 
ministration. in its haste to turn control of 
the Pentagon back to the generals and ad- 
mirals, has scuttled the kind of financial 
controls that former Defense Secretary Mc- 
Namara sought to install. It is urgent that 
this tremendous cost escalation— a latter- 
day expansion of Parkinson’s Law that costs 
increase as functions contract — be curbed by 
the President. 

In the area of human resources, the Nixon 
budget also raises serious doubts. Kis reve- 
nue-sharing program, advertised as a S6-bll- 
llon boost in outlay, will actually mean only 
$4 billion in new money for the cities and 
states in fiscal 1972. assuming that the neces- 
sary legislation Is passed by Congress. But 
the administration's conversion of another 
$10 billion In existing federal grants to states 
and -local governments into broad category 
programs has been hastily Improvised and 
inadequately thought through. 

An overall view of other parts of the Pres- 
ident's budget does not disclose dramatic 
shifts that warrant his revolutionary rhet- 
oric. Space exploration and research will get 
a bit less money: other areas of research 
will get a bit more. More money will go to 
reduce water pollution, and for education, 
manpower, welfare reform, health, but the 
largest single Increase In the welfare area 
will be for Social Security, which goes up by 
-$5 billion. 

The President is reacting to national needs 
for dealing with crucial social problems, but 
in a way that does not meet the needs of 
the times. 

Restoring the nation to full employment 
will certainly be a major contribution if it 
results from the President’s conversion to 
deficit spending. But a lasting improvement 
In the nation’s economic and social well- 
being will require a far more decisive re- 
allocation of resources than Mr. Nixon has 
achieved In this budget. And. In the years 
ahead, the picture may worsen rather than 
improve if firmer controls are not estab- 
lished over the Pentagon’s voracious appetite.

One major change to guard 
against another short circuit 
has been to enclose all wiring 
inside the oxygen fawib In metal 
conduits. Same .of the wiring 
had been insulated by Teflon, 
a Dupont, product familiar to 
housewives because of its use 
in cooking "ware. 

Teflon is a combination of 
carbon, an inactive chemical, 
and fluorine, which is very ac- 
tive. The combination m a kes 
for an extremely strong chemi- 
cal bond. 

It^is this bond that makes 
Teflon so resistant to reactions 
with other materials, such as 
' eggs in a frying pan. It also 
makes it resistant to high tem- 
peratures, Its. melting -point be- 
ing 621 degrees Fahrenheit. 

This heat resistance was what 
recommended Teflon for insula- 
tion in the Apollo oxygen tanks. 
But in the presence- of pure 
oxygen, even that proved not 
enough, and metallic conduits 
have been substituted. 

Even metal such as alumi- 
num is considered not tough 
enough for the kind of combus- 
tion that occurred on Apollo-13, 
so key conduits and the quantity 
gauges in the Apollo- 14 ta nks 
are made of steel instead of 
aluminum. 

Fans Removed 

Two pieces of equipment have 
been removed from the tank. 
One is a set of fans formerly 
used to keep the oxygen well 
mixed. It u thought that the 
short circuit took place in the 
fan motor or its electrical leads. 
Fan-motor mixing is no longer 
considered necessary because 
spacecraft motion does the job. 

The -engineers also have re- 
moved switches, like those in 
a household thermostat, that 
controlled the tank heaters used 
to. maintain oxygen pressure. 
The job will be done now by 
the astronauts. They will mon- 
itor a new temperature sensor, 
and will have switches to allow 
selective use of the heater ele- 
ments. which are much like 
cons in a a electric toaster. The 
heaters are enclosed in st ainless 
steel tubing. 

If, despite all this, an emer- 
gency occurs, the Apollo- 14 as- 
tronauts wm . have a lot mare 
“ consumab les” to keep them

3d Oxygen Tank 

A third oxygen tank has been 
added to the command ship, 
isolated from the two other 


tanks so an explosion in one 
of t.h»m should not damage the 
new tank. An auxiliary bat- 
tery has been put aboard the 
command ship with enough 
power to perform all necessary 
jobs. Five one-gallon con- 
tainers have been put aboard 
the command ship ,to be filled 


with drinking water from the 
main reservoir in case of emer- 
gency. 

On Apollo-13, the crew ran 
out of drinking water a day 
before spasbdown because the 
powered- down command ship 
was so cold the water froze in 
its exposed storage location. 


U.S. Stand on Cambodia 
Likened to ’65 Viet Setup

W ASHINGTON, Jan. 31

First, there were the 
press reports of an escalation in 
the American involvement in the 
fighting, the photograph of an 
American adviser running to- 
ward a helicopter and the film 
of the obviously American sol- 
diers in civilian clothes at 
Phnom Penh's airport. 

The Nixon adniinistralion's 
dentals came next, fa' lowed by 
more press reports. Then the 
official acknowledgment that. 
yes indeed, the ground rules had 
been changed, followed by the 
inevitable congressional outcry, 
the hastily arranged hearings, 
the cabinet-level testimony and. 
finally, the promises that the 
administration has no intention 
of becoming more deeply in- 
volved in the Cambodian fight- 
ing. 

Warning by Stcnnis 

The sense of dejd r u wa< 
overpowering. There was Johr 
S tennis, the hawkish chairman 
of the Senate Armed Servicer 
Committee, warning, on emerg- 
ing from a closed-door session 
with Mr. Laird, that it might 
become necessary to expand 
American operations in Cambo- 
dia if the situation there grows 
worse. And there was Sen. 
Frank Church. D„ Idaho, who 
has led the anti-war forces, ob- 
serving, on emerging from a 
closed-door session with Secre- 
tary of State William P. Rogers, 
that ‘It is not a question of 
intent, ft is simply a question 
of not doing in Cambodia what 
we did in Vietnam.” 

The end result of the week of 
debate was an anticlimax. After 
listening to Mr. Rogers’s expla- 
nations for three and one-half 
hours, the dissidents on tbe Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
skeptically accepted tbe admin- 
istration’s contention that the 
expanded American air activity 
over Cambodia had not violated 
the language of the Cooper- 
Church Amendment, which bars 
the use of American ground 
combat troops or advisers in 
that country.

At the same time, the commit- 
tee dropped plans for public 
hearings specifically devoted to 
the recent developments in Cam- 
bodia. 

The furor over the American 
activity in Cambodia had been 
triggered ten days earlier, when 
Secretary Laird conceded at a 
news conference what had been 
reported in tbe pres for days: 
American helicopter gunships 
and Jet fighters were providing 
close air support for South 
Vietnamese and Cambodian 
troops fighting to clear tbe 
main highway between the

In addition. Air. Laird ac- 
knowledged that American heli- 
copters were ferrying the allied 
troops into the battle. He argued 
that such activity was implicit 
in the “Nixon Doctrine" and 
crucial to the success of the 
withdrawal of U.S. troops from 
South Vietnam. 

In the process of explanation, 
the secretary discarded the 
charade that American activity 
in Cambodia had been confined 
to the ■■interdieiion" of enemy 
troops and supplies headed for 
South Vietnam. What wgs being 
provided, he said, was "air and 
sea power” in support of 
“friends and allies" of the Unit- 
ed States. 

The administration clearly 
won the debate that followed. 
The senators who protested the 
most were forced ultimately to 
concede that the administration 
had not violated the Cooper- 
Church provisions. They also 
took at face value Mr. Rogers's 
assurances that the administra- 
tion lias no intention of expand- 
ing the scope of American mili- 
tary activities in Cambodia. 

Full Air Power 

At a press conference Friday. 
Secretory Rogers made it clear 
that the administration intends 
tc use the lull range of American 
air pov.'er tliroughout Indochina 
to prevent the enemy from 
massing for an attack on Amer- 
ican forces in South Vietnam. He 
specifically held out the possibil- 
ity of American air cover for a 
South Vietnamese expedition 
p gainst the Communist base 
areas in southern Laos, but 
without saying that such an 
operation is planned. 


“We don’t, foreclose any pos- 
sibility." Mr. Rogers observed. 

The combination ol the secre- 
tary’s remarks and the announce- 
ment of saturation bombing 
raids against enemy supply lines 
in southern Laos fueled 
speculation here that an allied 
strike into Laos across the 
border from northwestern South 
Vietnam was Imminent — or 
perhaps already under way. If 
American sire raft and heli- 
copters are involved, as seems 
likely, the congressional debate 
this week will probably dwarf 
that of Last week. 

Few. if any. of the senators 
who have opposed the adminis- 
tration's policies seriously be- 
lieve that there U any dcaire 
on the part ol the White House, 
or of Secretary Laird, to repeat 
the Vietnam experience in Cam- 
bodia. 

Deceiving Itself 

What concerns the senators 
is their belief that the adminis- 
tration is deceiving ltsi-lf by be- 
lieving that it can achieve its 
goals in Cambodia cheaply. 
Those goals, according to the 
administration's senior officials, 
are to keep the Communist.:, oft 
balance In Ccmbodic so that the 
withdrawal program in South 
Vietnam can continue unimped- 
ed. 

Tlie flaw in that strategy, in 
the opinion ol many senators 
and Independent observers, is 
the implicit suggestion that the 
war in Cambodia will prove to 
be less difficult than the one in 
Vietnam and that air power 
alone can achieve in Cambodia 
what it has failed to accomplish 
In Vietnam. 


Many Options 

Money and the Fight 
To Conquer Cancer

7VEW YORK iNYTL — In 1949, 

a spellbinding cancer re- 
searcher sat before a committee 
of Congress and said: Give us 
tbe money and in ten years 
well give you a penicillin for 
cancer. In the flush of success 
of- the atom bomb, radar and 
the rediscovery and develop- 
ment of penicillin Itself, all in 
wartime crash programs, the 
prediction and the promise 
ignited tlie committees opti- 
mism. They gave the money. 

In 1970. after $2 billion had 
been spent searching for the 
elusive cure, another cancer re- 
searcher faced a congressional 
committee. He said. In effect: 
Give science the money and 
eventually there will be control, 
if not the conquest, of cancer. 
They called for spending at tlie 
rate of nearly SI billion a rear. 

President Nixon responded 
to that call in his State of the 
Union message. His words sang 
of the prowess of men, money 
and American know-how in solv- 
ing any problem : 

“I will also ask for an appro- 
priation of an extra $100 million 
to launch an intensive campaign 
to find a cure for cancer, and 
I will ask later for whatever ad- 
ditional funds can effectively ba 
used. The time has come in 
America when tbe same kiud of 
concentrated effort that split the 
atom and took man to the 
moon should be turned toward 
conquering this dread disease. 
Let us make a total national 
commitment to achieve t-liis 
goaL” 

Among the scientists in can- 
cer research, feelings about the 
new largesse differ greatly. At 
one end of the spectrum there 
are those like Dr. Sidney Farber. 
director of the Children's Can- 
cer Research Foundation. Bos- 
ton. who has spent his life hunt- 
ing a cancer cure and lobbying 
for cancer funds. Indeed, he 
was the scientist who set the 
new drive in motion. 

Chemical Cures 

Dr. Farber says he has seen 
great progress in the fight 
against the disease that takes 
more than 300.000 American 
lives each year. He cites chem- 
ical cures of certain cancers that 
had resisted treatment. To be 
sure, those cancers are extremely 
rare but success with them 
shorn. Dr. Farber says, that 
chemical treatment can work. 
Likewise, he points to great 
strides made in connecting 
viruses with all sorts of cancer 
in animals, if not in human 
beings, raising hopes of finding 
a vaccine to prevent the disease. 
There also seems, be says, to 
be a convergence In our under- 
standing of the ways in which 
the body fights cancer and pos- 
sibly of some of the chemical 
causes of cancer. 

A dramatic increase in lund- 
ihg, Dr. Farber and his cohorts 
feel, would increase the prob- 
ability of breakthrough in any 
of these areas. He particularly 
wants more money spent on tbe 
treatment of cancer patients so 
that the results in the laboratory 
with animate can be translated 
into human ter ms 
At the other end of the spec- 
trum stand those researchers 


who take a gloomier view. They 
are somewhat fcesit' nt lo be 
quoted since they will also be 
beneficiaries of toe new mc::.y. 

They point to the rather dis- 
mal record of achievement In 
pushing back the death and 
sickness rates from cancer in 
the 21 years since one of their, 
colleagues promised a penicil- 
lin. The major cancers— can- 
cer of the breast, intestinal tract 
and lungs— seem to be killing ■ 
Americans at the same or great- 
er rates. Cancer of the lung 
is deadlier than ever. Even 
cancer of tbe uterus, for which 
physicians have claimed ab- 
solute cures, still takes 14,000 
American women a year. 

They cite the results of pre- 
vious crash programs in the 
cancer field. About a decade 
ago. the National Cancer In- 
stitute set out on an Intensive 
hunt for chemicals to treat 
(some said “cure”) cancer. 
Hundreds of chemicals were 
tested on microbes, animals and 
humans. A few Interesting sub- 
stances surfaced. But after more 
than SIOO million had been 
Spent, tbe cure was nowhere in 
sight. 

Wide Study Sought 

They have the feeling that 
cancer will give way to science 
when the total level of knowl- 
edge la biology and chemistry 
phis tbe development of tech- 
nology is sufficient. Nobody 
knows what those levels should 
be. In other words, solution to 
the cancer puzzle may not de- 
pend on how much is spent 
directly on the disease but on 
how much is spent across the 
board In all fields of science 
and technology. 

And these scientists are also 
afraid that much of the new 
money may be spent on treat- 
ment-oriented research Many 
feel that the control of cancer 
will come through prevention, 
which in turn comes from an 
understanding af causes— an 
Interruption of the chain of 
cause and effect. In the cose 
of one significant clue to pre- 
vention— the relationship be- 
tween cigarette smoking and 
lung cancer— they would like to 
see a massive effort either to 
make a safe cigarette or 10 get 
people to quit smoking. 

Between the optimists and the 
pessimists stand other scientists 
of mixed views. They surest 
that there cannot be the equi- 
valent of a Manhattan Project 
for cancer, since the equivalent 
of splitting the atom has not 
been discovered in cancer. Yet 
they cannot help feeling that 
the new money will bring more 
men and women into the field. 
With more people working, tnwe 
will be more development, more 
new ideas— so they want a good 
part of that $100 million to go 
into tbe training of new cancer 
researchers. 

Officials at the National Can- 
cer Institute say that their 
earlier $230 million, federally 
funded program satisfies the re- 
quirements of the pessimists, the 
optimists and those to between. 
Should that extra $100 million 
come their way. they expect to ’ 
be prepared to spend that, too. 
They have been thinking about 
such an eventuality for a num- 
ber of years.

As Record 100.9 Million Shares Are Traded 


PATHS. Jan. 31.— The long 
rally on thr Eurobond market 
hreame so impressive that four 
borrowers announced Issue plans 
totaling $130 million last Friday 
slone. which must set some sort 
of record for .this market. 

The four came on top or $77 
million worth of dollar bonds 
stIU on offer. 

Any way you look at it. 1071 
has taken off with a hoora. Ac- 
cording to a Kre diet bank Lux- 
embourgcolse tally, the January 
announced-issuc total is running 
well over double the year-ago 
period's level of 5177- million 
worth. 

But signs of anxiety are ap-‘ 
peering at the jet-set quality of 
the rally, a quarter-point cou- 
pon cut oil one Issue, common 
in the earlier stages when all 
Interest rates were dropping 
fast, produced grumbling last 
week. Overall, there is concern 
that the desire to make up for 
last year's losses may have 
pushed some professionals and 
big Investors into a speculative 
phase. 

“Look, this is a prosperous 
market, no doubt about that.” 
said one source. “But healthy? 
What enn be healthy about 
traders so eager to grab any- 
thing that they 11 ask for bonds 
they can't even spell?" 

The slight feeling of discom- 
fort stems from two phenomena 
expectable in a market which 
saw such grim days last year: 

• Possible borrowers have 
been all but assaulted by would- 
be managers since the turn of 
the year and the results have 
shown up in the massive surge 
of new issues. 

• While some new money has 


appeared and some disillusioned 
money has returned to the mar- 
ket. no one knows, eren in gen- 
eral how much. Traders .who 
hove taken positions in new is- 
sues on the assumption iqulle 
correct thus far) of a quick 
capital gain may get a rude 
shock when trying to unl oad 
extensive holdings. 

And the cost of financing any 
position via the Eurodollar msr- 
'ket went up roughly l/8-point 
last week. That by no means 
made it too expensive, but it did 
reverse a trend and served as 
a reminder of the mortality of 
advantageous spreads between 
long- and short-term rates. 

Finally, if Mr. N lion's Just 
announced budget is as expan- 
sionary in practice as in presen- 
tation there are a fair number 
of people placing bets on a new 
upward movement in Interest 
rates — to finance a surge in 
business spending on top of al- 
ready historically high and 
growing municipal needs. 

The Friday announcements 
came from such disparate points 
as South Africa, the United 
States. Canada and Australia 
and there is nothing shy about 
them. 

The first really sizable con- 
vertible in months will be is- 
sued by South Africa's Rand 
Selection Corp„ an investment 
finance firm with heavy mining 
interests which is associated 
with the Anglo-American group. 
It plans a $30 million issue with 
terms said 'to be a 6 1/2 percent 
coupon and perhaps a 10 per- 
cent conversion premium. 

Just before that late-Frlday 
announcement came the long- 


nunored U.S. oil firm— it turns 
out to be Continental Oil this 
time, which is asking for S50 
million for 15 years with a cou- 
pon of 8 percent anticipated. 


That rate has not been seen in 
over a year on a long-term dol- 
lar issue.

NEW YORK. Jan. 31 <NYT>. 
—The economic and financial 
scenario for 1971 seems to be 
unfolding without any great 
surprises alter one month of 
the new year. Though high un- 
employment and inflation re- 
main as serious problems, the 
economy is gaining momentum 
rapidly and the bear market 
in stocks end bonds has defi- 
nitely passed. 

The major question at the 
moment Is the degree of strength 
that will develop in the econ- 
omy during coming months. 
Most analysts are holding to 
the view that the recovery will 
be moderate, but some — par- 
ticularly those in the govern- 
ment sector— feel the power of 
the Incipient upturn is being 
underestimated. 

January confirmed the deri- 
sive turnaround in business 
activity that started in Decem- 
ber following the end of the 
ten -week Genera] Motors strike. 
Automotive production and 
sales have jumped: steel output 
is up strongly; housing construc- 
tion Is active: consumer spend- 
ing has definitely perked up. 
and various other elements of 
the nation's productive system 
are also on an upgrade. 

New orders for durable goods 
were up 3.7 perceut in Decem- 
ber and the government's lead- 
ing economic indicators climbed 
strongly — 1.4 percent— in the 
same month. The economy Is 
well on the way to the 825 bil- 
lion gain in the gross national 
product that some analysis 
have predicted for the first 
quarter of 1971. 

All of the week's news was 
not favorable, however. The 


flood of fourth-quarter corpor- 
ate earnings reports disclosed 
some sharp declines, while the 
wholesale price index for Jan- 
uary showed its biggeu me 
since September, although vir- 
tually all of the increase came 
Jn the i ala tile food component. 
And the consumer price index 
in December also had a big rise 
— 0.5 percent. 

The stock market, which had 
risen steadily alnce mid-Novem- 
ber In a spectacular short-term 
advance, finally ran into some 


profit-taking that limited Its 
gains for the week. Bui trading 
continued heavy and another 
weekly volume record was set 
on rhe New York Stock Ex- 
change when some 100 million 
shares changed hands. 

The market has thus gotten 
off to a flying start in January, 

trlth the Dow-Jones. industrial 
stock average showing a gal" 
of about 28 points for thP month 
and trading volume running 
some 100 million shares ahead 
of last January's business, when 


the Dow index fell Qicr 50 
points. 

Behind the market's recent 
strong behavior has been thr 
conviction that the economy l-» 
on a definite upswing, that in- 
terest rates and credit will con- 
tinue to ease, and that the ad- 
mlnistralion Is determined i« 
pump up the economy strongly 
to reduce unemployment. 

The la: ter was quite clearlv 
spelled out in President Kixen'c 
budget Issued at the close of 
the week. He laid out a highly 
expansionary blueprint for 
spending and economic sctl.itv 
—perhaps excessively so. It rfifi 
forth, unmistakably, the admin- 
istration's policy adopted l*?t 
July, that in. the Idea Thai, 
spending may increase lo the 
level of revenues that the tax 
system would produce at rea- 
sonably full employment M per- 
cent joblessness i without run- 
away inflation. 

Under the concept, the Presi- 
dent lias charted outlays of * 
record 8229. 2 billion, which w 
calculated to be 5100 mlUirn 3cf-. 
than the revenues that would b« 
generated under full employ- 
mem. The total expenditure* 
are dated to rlec by SIS.I billion 
from fiscal 1971. 

At the tame time, it wa* 
estimated that budget rLceipis 
would rise by 523.4 billion to a 
total of 5217.6 billion, rrca In? 
a deficit of Sll C billlcn for ihe 
ccxning fiscal year following a 
deficit of 518 5 briJJcn for ike 
current year. 

Like the stock market, the 
bond market experienced m» in- 
Ueclshc week. The pronounced 
decline in Interest rates that go: 
under way at the beginning of 
November finally cam: to a halt 
as Investors stepped back to see 
(Continued on Page 11.

At any level of bridge, from, 
the domestic game to the 
world championship, the choice 
of opening 1 leads plays a vital 
role. Tbs diagramed deal, taken'' 
tram tournament play, features 
a devastating opening lead. 
West contented himself with a 
one-spade hid. North overcaHed 
with two hearts, giving South a 
problem. He contented himself 
with three clubs, a well-judged, 
cautions move. On the next 
round he tried three no-trump 
over West’s three-spade contin- 
uation, knowing that North 
could use his judgment about 
Whether to pass. 

This ended the auction and 
West made the inspired lead of 
the spade king. In expat 
practice such a lead is some- 
times made in the hope of 
pinning a singleton queen. 
Here there was an even strong- 
er reason toe leading the un- 
supported king rattier than a 
lower card. 

South was known to have a 
long, strong club suit and pre- 
sumably the spade ace. This 
ace would surely represent a 
side-entry for the declarer’s 
clubs, and he could perhaps be 
inccnven enced by the imme- 
diate removal of the spade ace. 

The plan worked. South had 
to win with the ace, and had 
no way to make use of his 
club suit. He entered dummy 
With a heart lead and played a 
club to the queen, without much 
hope. As be feared. West won 
and led a spade to remove 
dummy's queen. 

South cashed dummy's re- 
maining heart winner and 
played a diamond. When West 
had finished taking tricks 
South made a diamond trick, 
going down four. 

Notice the difference the 
opening lead made. If West had 


led any spade but the king 
South would have won with 
dummy's queen established 
his dubs. He would then have 
had the spade ace. as an entry 
and would have made nine 
tricks without trouble/ 

The lead by a defender of an 
unstmparted. honor to remove a 
vital entry from an opponent's 
hfl-Tirf fe called a “Merrimack 
Coup."

Family Budget

"W^ASHINGrTON.— Members of 
It ■ the family, honored bank- 
ers, department-store credit 
managers, overdue-bill dimcers, 
riiaflngmshed collectors of fed- 
eral state and city taxes, sales- 
men and price gouger*. 

You have been summoned here 
today for presentation of the 

annual lamfly 
budget, which is 
of such vital 
consequence to 
you all Let me 
begin with the 
good news. Once 
again, the fami- 
ly’s total Income 
in the year 
ahead will be 
slightly higher 
than the na- 
tional median. Or. to put it 
more bluntly, we are still keeping 
ahead of the Joneses. 

The whole pte will be $10,000. 
A great sum. I remember, in 
the year 2937. thinking that I 
would be a wealthy man if I 
ever achieved a stage in life at 
which Z was earning 55.000 a 
year. And now— look at that 
figure for gross revenue: $10,0001 
How will this revenue be ex- 
pended? Fifteen hundred dol- 
lars of it will go to sundry gov- 
ernments to protect the family 
against a Communist takeover 
in Southeast Asia: to maintain 
the public school system at a 
depth of inadequacy which will 
necessitate sending the young- 
sters to private school; to build 
an eight-lane expressway 
through this, our beloved family 
parlor; to ward off starvation 
among those unfortunates who 
lack the znoxie to make it in 
the American system; to protect 
the family from those among 
the wretches aforementioned 
who persist in menacing us; to 
compensate the great workers 
who rarely collect our trash and 
garbage, but seldom fail to 
smash our trash and garbage 
cans when they do; and the 
many other largely dispensable 
benefits of governments. 

This will leave us $8,500. 
Fifteen hundred of this has been 
earmarked for Annie's private- 
school bills. Yes. folks, little 
Annie will be leaving the public 
school system this year. She 
has decided she wants an educa- 
tion. 

Of the $7,000 that will be left 
after we have paid our govern- 
ments and introduced Annie to 
education, a minimum of $8,500 
will again go to cover Tom’s and 


Fete's college bills. Judging from 
the groaning the colleges have 
been doing, we would not be 
surprised if they sock a $300-a- 
student increase to us this year. 
This means our college costs 
could hit $9,100. 

To summarize, we are ear- 
marking $13,100 of our $10,000 
for taxes and education. 

That leaves the problem of 
groceries, and we certainly hope 
we come up with a solution 
which doesn't involve anything 
violent or grisly. Frankly, it 
doesn’t seem worthwhile trying 
to guess how much we might 
spend for groceries until we get 
a better guess of how many 
times the supermarkets are 
going to raise prices this year. 

Then there is the mortgage 
—say, $1,400— and payments on 
the car. which will come to $800. 
And Interest on the bank note, 
which we needed last year to 
pay the oil bill and the tele- 
phone and the gas and the elec- 
tricity. 

In addition, we don't want 
to forget the lawyer's bill, still 
lying around from the court 
action the department stares 
brought against us for what 
they considered, indifference to 
paying their bills. 

We don't want to forget those 
department store bills, either. 
Totaling everything, we are ear- 
marking a total of $16,600 for 
major family programs. Even 
before we throw in the groceries. 

On the basis of experience, 
we can anticipate needing a new 
roof at a cost of $2,100 and a 
major repair to the car at a 
cost of $450. Statistically, one 
of us will probably have to go 
to the hospital. For this we 
budget $12,550. This makes a 
contingency total of $15,100 in 
contingency. 

In addition, no family lives 
by taxes, education, mortgages, 
car payments, bank notes, utili- 
ties, lawyer's bills, clothing, 
household disaster, automobile 
catastrophe, medical robbery and 
no bread alone. No! Man must 
feed the spirit too. 

For this reason we budget $90 
for 18 movie admissions. $67 
for a major TV repair and $3,700 
for a two-week vacation for the 
family at a site within at least 
25 miles of an ocean. 

What, someone will ask, is the 
policy implicit in this great 
budget? Is it not clear? Our 
policy Is to obtain a loan of 
$25557, at exceedingly low in- 
terest, payable in AD 2034.

What the Well-Groomed Moustache Will Wear

T>ARIS. — Fommade Hongroise 
-*■ is back on the world market 
after a hiatus of 25 years, which 
should give a reading of the 
current state of man's upper 
lip. The pomade (spelled with 
one “m" in English' is a cross 
between a cream and a wax. 
and is an essential for the 
well-groomed moustache. 

It is manufactured by a ven- 
erable Paris cosmetics firm 
named Pinaud, which is selling 
It from here to Australia. 
Pinaud. DJSA., takes care of 
America. There Is nothing Hun- 
garian about the stuff. The 
name was magic for trade, since 
the 19th century admired Hun- 
garian gypsies as much far the 
luxuriant virility of their mous- 
taches as for their mad fiddling. 

A lot of social history can be 
read into hair on the upper lip. 
In the France of Let Belle 
Epaqup. domestic servants were 
not permitted to wear the 
moustache. A clean-shaven face 
consequently was a sign of 
lower class. Workmen, as a 


result, pushed moustaches to 
the extreme, thus proc l a im i n g 
they were a cut above household 
help. 

Waiters also suffered the ban. 

In 1907, they stags! a bitter 
strike against Paris restaurants 
which finally won them the 
right to wear the badge of 
manhood on their faces. 

French actors traditionally 
shaved. It was not certain 
whether it was for the public 
to better observe their grimaces 
and expressions or whether fe 
was another proof of the actor's 
low position in society. 

Napoleon m had the finest 
points of the last century, with 
the tips carefully waxed. The 
court followed suit. A well- 
groomed man, of the period 
sometimes slept with. a narrow 
mask which looped behind the 
ears and stretched across the 
upper lip to keep the moustache 
in place. Politics and the fall 
from grace killed the Napoleonic 
moustache with its accompany- 
ing “Imperial’’ beard. In 1900 
they were worn only by English 


adtors wheh > playing comic 
Frenchmen. 

The 1911 edition' of the En- 
cyclopaedia Britamrica Is full of 
lip comments. 

-“In Ireland, the statute enact- 
ed by. a parliament at Trim in 
1447 recited that no manner of 
man who will be taken for an 
- should have beard 

above his mouth— the upper lip 
' mu* be shaven at least every 
fortnight or be of equal growth 
with tide nether lip.”’ 

In England Henry vm 
brought back the beard and 
wore . it .with a pendl-thin 
moustache. The courtiers were 
so afraid of him that few .datr 
ed copy their dread sovereign. 
The Age of Elizabeth, saw a 
flowering of the beard to such 
an extent that Puritan pamphle- 
teers . raged against men who 
spent hours 'hi perfuming or 
starching th e m, in' dusting 
than with orris powder [and] 
in curling them with irons 
and quills.” 

Under Queen Anne, Britain 
went beardless again. Hair on . 
the face disappeared when 


wigs came in and- began to 
reappear when wigs went out. 

“By the Waterloo year most 
young cavalry officers were 
moustached. But for a civilian 
to. grow a moustache was Jong 
reckoned a piece df unseemly 
swagger,” the Britan nice no te s. 
Clergymen were “against, the 
moustache as ' military ’ and 
inappropriate.” 

In 1911, facial hair .was’ 
epnng h of a status qymbol that 
the Encyclopaedia BrttftTinfca 
pointed out that the footman, 
butler, coachman. .groom, 
jockey and. hunt whip had to 
be shaven. 

However, -the chauffeur, “a 
servant with no tradition behind 
him. Is often moustached.” 

According to the Pinaud com- 
pany,'' judging from its sales 
records of Fommade Hongroise, 
the United States is the most 
mustachioed country in the 
world today. 

“Probably because it has fewer 
class traditions,'* said a 
fashionably bristled Paris Pi- 
naud man. ; • - ’ 


End of the Road for Rome’s Horse-Drawn Carriages? 


tjOME CAP).— The end may be in sight for Home’s horse-drawn 
Jkcarrlages. the vehicle as eternal as the city itself and the 
delight of sentimental tourists. 

Rome's 120 surviving retturini — carriage drivers— haven’t 
turned in their reins yet, but they're being boxed out of same 
of the more enchanting spots by new traffic rules. 

Same say that the only way to get a really good view of the 
city is from an open carriage clanking over the cobblestones at 
the leisurely pace of the horse. Yet romantic night rides to such 
monuments as the Colosseum or the Trevi Fountain are no longer 
easy in a carriage. Sometimes they are not even possible. 

The reason? Carriage drivers are not allowed on the new 
preferential traffic lanes for taxis and buses. And with the rising 
number of one-way streets, the vetturini complain that they have 
to cover ever Increasing distances to get from one place to 
another. 

“Tourists complain about the roundabout circuits we have to 
make,” Otello Ciznaglia 42, said. 


New traffic rules prevent horses - and carriages from 
haiMrtg in certain “old Rome” areas. 

“It would be strange,” said popular comedian . Aldo Fabrizi, 
a former carriage driver himself, “to have to tell a tourist: *Sorry, 
but if you want to go to the Trevi Fountain, you’d better take_& 
cab.* ” 

A few carriage drivers still cling to -tradition. But many feel 
that the cost of keeping up their horses— $5 a day— and the long 
winter waits when tourists shim the cold, open-air drives are 
no longer worth it Many are eager to deposit the reins and take 
to the steering wheel. 

More than a year ago. the carriage drivers bad been told that 
they could make use of a city code enabling them to exchange 
their licenses far those of taxi’ drivers. Half of them were anxious 
to do so. Yet their number has remained wnriiangpri. 

“We were promised jobs as taxi drivers,” said Ezio Picdalutl, 
president of the vetturini. “But since then, there has been a 
chang e of mayor traffic Mvmn iwdnnw inj we didn’t get the 
jobs.”
